Signals Play
Important 
Driving Role

"Too many motorists are
either Ignoring or improperly
using required driving sig­
nals." California Highway Pa-
trol Commissioner Bradford
M. Crittendcn declared today. 

"The only means available 
for communicating with other
drivers or pedestrians sharing
the roadways arc stop lights, 
directional or arm signals, the 
horn, and the manner and po­
sition In which your vehicle is 
operated. 

"Modem driving conditions
demand that each motorist use 
Appropriate signals to indicate
an Impending change In direc­
tion or deceleration, and such
signal, to bo effective, must be 
clear and easily understood."
the Commissioner added.

"The law requires a contin­
uous signal during the last 100
feet before turning loft or
right. Beyond this, however,
t also forbids a change in di­
rection upon a roadway until
It may be accomplished with 
safety.

"Motorists who fall to use
proper signals are not only
subject to arrest, but are also
contributing heavily to the
frustrations of everyday driv­
ing," he concluded.
